JOHN ALLEN BLAKE AT THE 
BAR OF JUSTICE. 


MISS HALEY, THE VICTIM, ON 
THE STAND. 


Conviction and Sentence of the 
Prisoner! 


John Allen Blake, the author of the 
infamous outrage on the person of 
Miss Lucy Haley, a most estimable 
— lady, living in the neighbor- 

100d of Morrisville, in this county, 
on the morning of the 22nd of June, 
was arraigned before Judge Watts, of 
the Superior Court, yesterday on trial 
for his life. 

The NEws having recently con- 
tained a full account of this most 
dastardly and wicked outrage, we 
will not repeat the sad tale. 

Blake is thick-set, chuffy, chuncky, 
kinky-haired, thick-lipped, square- 
shouldered, flat-nose negro, black as 
the sable hinges of perdition, with a 
countenance that would add as much 
towards his conviction as the evidence 
itself. 

At 9 o’clock the special venire of 
one hundred was called, and at 12, a 
jury was obtained, having nearly ex- 

austed the list. 

Gen. W. R. Cox, Solicitor, 
for the State, Judge Fowle and F. H. 
Busbee appeared for the prosecution 
and J. B. Batchelor and Armstead 
Jones for the defence. 

The first witness introduced by the 
State was the victim, Miss Lucy Ha- 
ley. She is a young lady of fine 
personal appearance, about eighteen 
years of age, and seems to be quite 
intelligent. She came upon the stand 
closely veiled, but upon taking her 
seat removed the same from her hat 
and though somewhat bashful, rela- 
ted, in a plain and distinct tone, the 
story of her grievous wrongs. Her 
evidence was complete and full and 
established beyond the possibility of 
doubt the guilt of the prisoner. 

Mr. W. M. Markham, the next 
witness introduced, testified that he 
lived on the path between the house 
of Miss Haley and her aunt; that 
early Monday morning he heard the 
screams of a woman as If in great 
distress down the path in the diree- 
tion of Mrs. Haley’s; that he took 
his gun and hurried to the scene; on 
the path he met the prisoner and 
asked him if he heard that noise, he 
answered he did not; he then went 
on a few steps farther and saw Miss 
Haley running, when he called to 
lier, she again sereamed and ran on 
home; he then went on to the house 
and finding out the true situation of 
affairs hurried back to arrest Blake; 
himself and neighbors searched the 
neighborhood all day but could not 
hear anything of him. He also testi- 
fied as to the good character of Miss 
Haley. 

John . Williams was introduced 
to testify in regard to a confession 
made to him by Blake after his ar- 
rest at Apex, but as it was shown 
that he was surrounded by an armed 
guard, the Judge ruled that the evi- 
dence was incompetent. 

A number of witnesses testified as 
to the good character of the young 
lady for truth and virtue. 

The State here closed its evidence. 

Mr. Batchelor, for the defense, 
stated that he had no evidence to 
offer. 

The Court then at 1 o’clock, took a 
recess until 3. 

On the re-assembling of the Court 
the counse submitted the case to his 
Honor without argument. The 
charge of the Judge was plain, prac- 
tical and elaborate, reviewing in de- 
tail the evidence in the case, and 
stating in a concise manner the law 
by which they were to be governed. 

The jury retired, and after being 
absent two minutes returned a ver- 
dict of guilty, whereupon Gen. Cox, 
the Solicitor for the State, prayed the 
judgment of the Court, saying: 

„If your Honor please, the object 
of punishment being not only to cor- 
rect the perpetration of crime, but to 
deter others from the commission of 
similar offenses, and the jury having 
required so short a time for the for- 
mation of their verdict, I deem it 
due to ask the judgment of the Court | 
at once, in order that every one may 
see how hard the way of the trans- 
gressor must prove in all similar 

Judge Watts said: 

“John Allen Blake, you have been 
tried and convicted by a jury of your 
county for one of the most detesta- 
ble crimes known to the common 
law. What have you to say why the 
sentence of death shail not be passed 
upon you?“ 

Mr. Batchelor, counsel for defen- 
dant, replied : 

„We have nothing to nity may it 
please your Honor, in vindication of 
the prisoner, why the law should not 
be executed in accordance with the 
plain facts as brought out upon this 
trial. In behalf of myself and my 
associate counsel, Mr. Jones, I would 
say that since we have been assigned 
by your Honor to the charge of this 
case, we have done all in our power 
for his defense. We have had full 
and ample consultation with him, 
and to the best of our ability aided in 
his defense. The facts in the case 
were plain and unmistakable, and 
while we could not controvert them, 
we offer no impediment to the regu- 
lar process of the law.“ 

Gen. Cox said—“ I take pleasure in 
bearing my testimony to the ability 
and ingenuity with which his accom- 
plished counsel have conducted his 
very difficult case.“ 

Judge Watts proceeded : 

John Blake: Nou stood charged, 
have been tried by a jury of your 
country and pronounced guilty of the 
crime of rape upon the person of 
Lucy Haley,a respectable young lady 
of this county. Neither the learned 
counsel assigned or the Court, from 
the overwhelming and — . 
character of the testimony adduced, 
fastening beyond all question guilt 
upon you, could present even a plaus- 
ible defence in your behalf. You had 
a jury of good men, fair and impar- 
tial, selected with care frem both 


races. 
The humane provisions of our law 
have been complied with in letterand 
spirit, every formula has been ob- 
served and all technicalities ruled in 
your favor, and it now my 
nful duty to inform you that the 
majesty of the law must be asserted, 
aod that nothing but your life can 
atone for the commission of 


80 great 
| a crime committed in the face of day. 


and in the midst of a quiet, virtuous 
and christian people. 

What have you to say why the 
sentence of death shall not be pro- 
nounced against vou? 

Theenormity of your crime and the 
circumstances attending its commis- 
sion, upon a young girl so fair, so in- 
nocent and so brave as to resist you 
to the last extremity, was well caleu- 
lated to excite the righteous indigna- 
tion of every virtuous man, and great 
forbearance has been exerci to- 
ward you by an outraged people. 

The ruin that you have wrought 
upon this tender girl can never be 
remedied or repaired. You have 

laeed upon her a withering, sting- 

ng, blighting wound and blot that 
will continue long after your name 
and memory have rotted among the 
annalsof the dead. The only consola- 
tion and comfort she and her devoted 
parents can have, is that she fella 
martyr, a brave heroine, struggling 
against a monster to preserve her 
character and virginty. 

It is the judgment of the Court 
that John Blake be taken to the com- 
mon jailof the county and kept in 
close confinement therein until Fri- 
day, the 24th day of July next. and 
on that day, between the hours of 12 
o’clock M., and 1 o’clock P. M., he 
will be taken thence by the sheriff 
to the jail enclosure, and within said 
enclosure, be hung by the neck until 
he is dead. May God have merey 
upon him.“ 

The prisoner received his sentence 
with as much composure as if he was 
listening to asermon, not exhibiting 
the slightest emotion whatever. Du- 
ring the whole of his trial he seemed 
perfectl y unconcerned and at times 
was more intent upon watching and 
gazing upon the large audience pres- 
entthan listening to the evidence 
and wrangling of the lawyers. Af- 
ter his sentence he was re-conducted 
to his cell and manacled as a felon 
to await the day of his execution. As 
he is already a minister, we suppose 
no respite will be asked for, in order 
to prepare himself for the world to 
come. 


DECISIONS OF THE SUPREME COURT. 
Below we give the opinions of the 
Supreme Court, which were filed on 
Monday the 29th : 


Clement, Administrator vs. Foster 
ef al, from Davie. 


Atasale of lauds uccler an order to 
make assets of real estate, two per- 
sons, Lanier and Jordan, each pur- 
chased a tract of land. ‘Their tracts 
had been enclosed by one fence, Af- 
the sale Lanier built a cross fence 
within fifteen feet of the dividing 
line between him and Jordan, and 
tore down the tifteen feet of fencing 
on his own land, at each end of the 
cross fenee and between the cross 
fence and Jordan, making a read for 
himself and exposing Jordans part 
of the field. Held: 

1. That the administrator and heirs 
at law could not properly be made 
parties to the disputes of the pur- 
chasers. 

2. If, during his operations, in re- 
pee to the fence, Lanier crossed the 
line, Jordan’s remedy is by a civil 
action for injury to real estate, which 
corresponds with the old action of 
trespass quare clausum jreyit. Aud 
if Lanier confined hiniself to his own 
side of the dividing line, still if he 
broke the fence which had before 
been the common means of protect- 
ing the crops without giving reason- 
able notice, he could be sued tor con- 
sequential damages. 

Mitchell, adm’r, &e., vs. Sawyer / 
al., from Craven. 


Plaintiff had a judgment against 
the defendant. Plaintiff agreed that 
if defendant would pay him a part he 
would receive it in satisfaction of the 
whole. Held: that this promise of 
plaintiff was a nudwn pactuin and 
not binding in law. 


Whitford vs. Foy, from Craven. 


All exceptions to report of referee 
in this case, both plaintiif’s and de- 
fendant’s, were overruled by the 
Court. Several of the exceptions 
failed to refer to the facts on which 
they were based with sufficient dis- 
tinctness to be intelligible without a 
thorough examination by this Court 
of the whole of the referee’s work, 
which would be impracticable. 


McKethan, Trustee. vs. Ra 
Trustees, from Cumberland. 


Section 215 C. C. P. does not con- 
fer upon certain parties who differ as 
to their rights the privilege of pro- 
pounding to the Court on a case 
agreed interrogatories relating there- 
to. The purpose of that section is 
simply to dispense with the formali- 
ties of a summons, complaint and 
auswer,and upon an agreed state of 
facts to submit the case to the Court 
for decision, and thereupon the Judge 
shall hear and determine the case 
and render judgment therein, as if 
an action were depending. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that all persons hav- 
ing an interest in the controversy 
must be made parties. 

Case remanoed in order that the 
heirs at law and residuary devisees of 
deceased may be made parties.

AN ATTEMPT TO CoMMIT SUICIDE. 
—Mr, James H. Livesay, formerly a

AT DAVIDSON COLLEGE. 


[REPORTED EXPRESSLY FOR THE NBWs } 


The late commencement at David- 
son College passed off very satisfac- 
torily to the friends of the institu- 
tion. There wereseventeen graduates 
in the classical course, among whom 
Mr. W. R. Moore, of Tenn., won the 
first; Mr. J. E. Fogartie, of S. C., the 
second, and Mr. M. M. McKay, of 
Ala., the third distinction. Mr. F. 
H. Fries, of Salem, N. C., secured the 
first honor among the graduates in 
the scientific course. The nineteen 
graduates of this year raise the total 
number graduated at Davidson to 370. 

The Rev. Dr. Hoge, of Richmond, 
Va., whose eloquence in the camp, 
and whose kindness in the hospital, 
hundreds and thousands of our sol- 
diers remember well, was one of the 
orators by theappointment of the Phi- 
lanthropic Society, and Dr.J.G. Ram- 
say the other, by that of the Alumni 
Association. The subject of Dr. 
Hoge’s address was Some of the 
missing links in the education of the 
day.“ That of Dr. Ramsay was The 
duties of the Alumni ofan institution 
to promote the moral, intellectual and 
physical welfare of their fellow-men.“ 

The degree of D. D. was conferred 
on the Rev. W. Flinn, of New Or- 
leans, the valedictorian of the first 
class at Davidson, in 1840, and on the 
Rev. R. T. Breck, Chancellor of the 
Central University of Kentucky. The 
Rockwell prize for excellenee in latin 
composition was assigned by Major 
Biugham, to Mr. Thomas McGehee, 
of the Sophmore class, the son of the 
well known legislator from Person 
county and a grand-son of the late 
Judge Badger. 

The vacancies in the Faculty of 
Davidson Coliege were filled by sal t- 
ing the Rev. Dr. Hepburn, so favor- 
ably Known as a professor at Chapel 
Hill, for the chair of Latin and 
French. Mr. W. M. Thornton, an 
A. M. of the University of Virginia, 
for the chair of Greek and German, 
and Mr. S. Barnett, of Georgia, a 
graduate of Athens, Ga., for the ad- 
junct professorship in Mathematics 
and English. 


MAJOR GALES’ SPEECH AT WAKE 
Forest CoLLEGE.—In our hastily 
written report of the second day’s 
exercises of the Wake Forest College 
commencement, lack of time pre- 
vented us from giving more than a 
brief notice of the remarks of Major 
Seaton Gales before the two Literary 
Societies of the College. We pro- 
mised to refer to the speech at more 
leneth next day, but negligently 
took our notes with us on our hang— 
ing trip to Salisbury—hence the de- 
lay. We regret that our space now 
willonly admit of a brief synopsys, 
which we must say, fails to do the 
speaker, or his subject, justice: 

Major Cates began by speaking of 
the social and intellectual ad vantages 
of such pleasant annual literary re- 
unions, After a reference to some 
reminescences of College life, twenty 
years ago, he announced his theme: 
“The Century—its Physical, Moral 
and Social Characteristics—and its 
Moral and Politicat Claims’’; employ- 
ing the word political in its abstracts, 
and in no partisan sense, 

This theme the orator proceeded 
for more than an hour to discuss in 
all its bearings. Commencing with 
asurvey of the brilliant material as- 

ts and achievements of the age 

e grouped a number of striking and 
prominent facts which stamp the 
century asone of marvelous invention 
and progress. These facts were pre- 
sented in contrast with the character- 
istics of former ages and illustrated 
by copious historical and classical 
references and allusions, 

The speaker could not discover, 
however, While the march of inven- 
tion and of science was onward and 
upward, in a remarkably wonderful 
degree, that there was much in the 
moral or political symptoms and in- 
dications of the day, (in ourown coun- 
try, certainly,) to gladden the eye or 
inspire the hopes of the Patriots or 
the Philanthropists. The reasons for 
this opinion were given in full and 
presented with freedom and em- 
phasis. 

The moral deduced from the con- 
templations in which he indulged 
was that, in a more eminent degree 
than at any former 1 — of the 
world’s history, the educated young 
man, as he starts on the stage of ac- 
tion becomes, or should become, a 
Reformer and pursues and owes a 
duty to God, to country and to socie- 
ty, for which the accountibility is as 
great as the reward for successful per- 
formance will be high. 

The claims of North Carolina upon 
the filial offices of all her children 
were earnestly pressed and enforced. 

Maj. Seales concluded with a few 
remarks particularly addressed to the 
graduates and with an expression of 
the warm interest he felt in the suc- 
cess of the Insti.ution and of ad- 
vanced education in our State.

in the present contest. 

3. The Judge modestly alludes to 
the fact that he was elected in 1868 as 
the candidate of both parties. 

Let me tell him now in all candor, 
that if the Conservative committee 
had been properly informed as to his 
political opinions they would never 
have honored him in this way. They 
knew him to be a gentleman of edu- 
eation and social position, and fair 
legal acquirements. They knew 
where he ought to be found in refer- 
ence to the political questions of the 
day, and they either inferred that he 
represented the opinions which the 
good and true white man of the State 
desired to promote, or they were mis- 
led as to Judge Buxton’s real senti- 
ments. Not by himself, or by de- 
sign, probably, but just as certainly. 
We oe that, since his elec- 
tton, he has not enjoyed the 
confidence of the Conservative 
party; that he has voted and 
acted with the Republican party’ 
that they intend to support him in 
the coming clection—that he will be 
elected, if at all, by negro votes; and 
that he will be repudiated by nine- 
tenths of the morality and intelli- 
gence of this district. And this 
because he ix a Republican, and be- 
cause this is an all-sufficient reason 
why Conservatives should not vote 
ſor him. 

The question is Nor whether we 
shall have a partisan Judge; but 
whether, with qualifications of char- 
acter, position and attainments, at 
least equal to any that Judge Buxton 
can claim for himself, the people of 
this «district will bestow an office 
which is in their gitt—which be- 
longs to them alone, upon a life-long 
political friend and fellow-worker ; 
or upon à political enemy, whose 
only appeal is to their wnmerited 
gencrosity and magnanimity,

4. All Executive Committees are 
properly chosen by the Conventions 
held for the respective territorial di- 
visions; but if for any cause there 
should be a failure by the proper 
Convention to appoint an Executive

5. Nominations for County offi- 
cers and members of the General As- 
sembly shall be made by County 
Conventions; for Town and Town- 
ship officers, by town and township 
conventions; for members of Con- 
gress and Judicial officers by the 
District Conventions, 
6. All Conventions shall be open, 
and due notice of the time and place 
of convening the same shall be given. 
The resignation of Col. alter 
Clark, as a member of the Executive 
Committee on account of his removal 
from Halifax, was read and accepted, 
and Dr, H. E. T. Manning, of Wel- 
don, was appointed to fill the vacan- 
cy, after which the following resolu- 
tion was adopted : 
Resolved, That this Committee ad- 
journ to meet again in this eity on 
the 10th day of June next, and that 
all the members be uested to at- 
tend.
